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The War

THE Red army’s sudden recla­ 
mation of the initiative in the 
bloody battle which is raging along 
the great Kiev salient, and south­ 
ward into the Dnieper bend, rep­ 
resents a major step towards mak­ 
ing good the recent Allied pledge 
at Teheran to crush Germany by 
concerted blows from east, south 
and w est 
What this means is that Mar­ 
shal Stalin is trying to maneuver 
his forces into favorable position 
for another devastatingvwinter of­ 
fensive. Bonaparte Hitler faces a 
further fierce crisis amidst the 
snow and ice and sub-zero weather 
of the wind-swept steppes. 
Such an offensive must be an 
integral part of the grand stra 
tegy which is calculated by all­ 
round 
pressure 
to deliver 
the 
coup de grace to one of the most 
barbarous conquerors of history. 
Hitler’s forces must be kept en 
gaged in Russia while the western 
allies get set for their establish­ 
ment of that crucial second front 
in France. 
T 
HAT’S also the explanation of 
the Allied pressure in the Bal­ 
kans. It’s the reason too for the 
intensification of the Anglo-Amer­ 
ican drive in Italy and the devas­ 
tating aerial assault by the Amer­ 
ican and British air forces on west­ 
ern Europe and Germany. 
Bitter fighting may be expected 
along the Russo-German front* I 
believe, and it wouldn’t be sur­ 
prising if the line sways consid­ 
erably in the immediate future'. 
The Germans are flinging into the 
battle all the tanks and other 
stiiking-power available in an at­ 
tempt to hold their line. 
For a month past the Hitlerites 
have been hitting the Red front 
in the Kiev sector with all they 
had. Their only hope of holding 
along the general 
line of the 
Dnieper river lay in considerably 
straightening out the Kiev sal­ 
ient—which bulges so dangerously 
into their defenses—and also re­ 
lieving pressure on the Dnieper 
bend at the southern end of the 
front. 
They are facing a double danger 
—of having their line broken and 
flanked by the Reds and at teeing 
their all-important lateral railways 
upon which the invaders depend 
to maintain their armies.

‘Approach Catastrophe’ 


NJbaa had hia temporary suc­ 
cesses in this month of death, due 
in part to the fact that bad weath 
er has grounded much of the Red 
air force.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14—The of­ 
fice of war information reported to­ 
day the coal shortage is ao acute 
that if stocks cannot be replenish­ 
ed next summer the situation will 
“approach catastrophe”. 
The plain fact la, says OWI, we 
aren’t digging as much coal as we 
are using. 
We have bad a pro­ 
gressive shortage throughout 1943. 
Stock piles of industrial users and 
retail dealers will have declined 
from 86,000,000 tons last Jan I to 
about 60,000,000 tons at the end of 
the year. 
That Is only a little hor* than a 
month’s supply. By March SI the 
stocks will be considerably lese 
than a month’s supply—“a danger­ 
ously low level.” OWI said. 
Though R is a “delayed shortage” 
rn that it draws on stock piles, the 
cold hand of the situation is laid 
directly on the consumer “under 
the stress and dislocation of dis­ 
tribution.” 
The difficulty of distributing an 
inadequate amount of coal equit 
ably make it tougher on the con 
sumer than production estimates 
indicate, the report Bald, adding: 
“A surplus of one kind of coal in 
southern Illinois will not offset a 
shortage of another kind of coal in 
Pennsylvania.” 
The government’s job of controll­ 
ing distribution was described as 
“judicious robbing of Peter to pay 
Paul.” 
Furthermore, the 1944 coal de­ 
mand will be increased by ship 
ments to Europe to sustain mill-' 
tary operations aud meet essential 
needs. 
WPB estimates that cooperation 
by household consumers in saving 
coal can slice the shortage as much 
as 20,000,000 tons a year, and—we 
might have a warm winter. 
And 
then, again, we might not.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14—Secre­ 
tary of the Navy Knox today pre­ 
dicted today “hard blows" against 
the Japanese in the Pacific in the 
near future. 
We are getting stronger and 
stronger,” he told a news confer­ 
ence. 
“The preliminraies are out 
of the way. We are getting ready 
to drive home some hard blows.” 
He gave no indication where 
the might of the United States 
fleet can be expected to strike. 
Cites Japs* Lack Of Shipping 
Reviewing the war of attrition 
he asserted: 
“Of course, the whole strategy 
ie becoming apparent. 
It is per­ 
fectly obvious 
now 
that 
what 
seemed to be only nibbling has 
been carried on with the express 
purpose of decimating the enemy’s 
strength. 
He has contributed by 
sending down small task forces 
which 
have 
been 
overwhelmed 
regularly.” 
One of the ’’striking things” 
noted by the navy secretary in the 
Pacific war is that “we seldom 
encounter 
transports - and cargo 
carrying ships in outlying ports 
held by the enemy.” 
Because of severe losses in this 
type of craft, he said, the Japan­

‘Parleys To Shorten War,’ Eden Says; 
Fight To Finish Pledged Against Japs

LONDON, Dec. 14—Foreign Sec 
rotary Anthony Eden, reporting to 
commons on the Teheran-Calro con­ 
ferences, declared today “the war 
will {ie shortened” by decisions 
reached with Premier Stalin and 
again pledged Britain to battle to 
the Anal destruction of Japan. 
He told the cheering bouse Prime 
Minister Churchill has “still more 
work to do in tbs sphere where he 
is now.” Churchill had stayed on 
In Cairo, meeting last week with 
leaders of smaller powers. 
Quicker defeat of the Axis was 
insured by the “close cooperation 
of our military plans” at the Toh 
eran meeting of President Roose­ 
velt, Premier Stalin and Churchill, 
Eden declared. 
“Every plan is now agreed upon. 
The timing is now agreed upon, 
and In due course the decisions 
of Teheran will be unrolled on the 
field of battle.” 
“The military mission agreed In 
Cairo” at the British-American-Chi- 
nese meeting “on future military, 
operations against Japan.”

Stimson Tells How General 


Had Spoken 'Harshly’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 — Lt. 
Geo. George S. Patton Jr., who 
slapped one soldier and upbraided 
another, was disclosed Monday to 
have spoken with "undue harsh­ 
ness” to a third, who had left off 
his leggings because bis ankles 
were swollen. 
The disclosure was by Secretary 
of War Stimson in a report to the 
senate military committee arguing 
that while the apparent denial of 
the slapping incident, which was 
issued Nov. 22, may have been "an 
error of Judgment .from a public 
relations viewpoint it was "em! 
neatly 
sound 
from 
a 
military 
standpoint.” 
Only Known Incidents 
Stimson said that Patton was 
reported by news correspondents 
on the third occasion to have 
"spoken threateningly and 
with 
nndue harshness” to a soldier who 
failed to wear leggings because 
his ankles were swollen. The sol­ 
dier was on combat duty at the 
time.. 
Beyond the three now listed In­ 
cidents, Patton’s record contains 
nothing else of this nature. Stim­ 
son said. 
It was tho equivocal denial of the 
slapping aa issued by the head­ 
quarters of Gen. Elsenhower on 
Nov. 22, which was characterized 
by Stimson as possibly "an error 
in judgment from a public rela­ 
tions viewpoint” but sound from 
a military standpoint. 
Military Reasons Cited 
This statement said that Patton 
never had been reprimanded by 
Elsenhower (it developed subse­ 
quently that he had been rebuked 
but not formally reprimanded), 
that Patton remained In command 
of the Seventh army whoa* morale 
was unaffected and that no en­ 
listed man had refused to obey 
Patton’s commands. 
Military reasons for the state­ 
ment, Stimson said, "are still im­ 
portant to Allied operations in the 
Mediterranean theater and conse­ 
quently must remain secret for the 
present.”

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Wells Warns Potters 
Raises Will Be Asked 


Labor Committee’s 
Head Reports To 
U. S. P. A 


“The manufacturing potter is not 
scheduled for a bed of roses at 
any time in the near future," Jo­ 
seph M. Wells; vice president and 
general manager of the Homer 
Laughlin China Co. and chairman 
or the labor committee, reported 
today at Pittsburgh to the United 
States Potters association. 
He prophesied that “within the 
next 60 days" employers “will be 
caught between the unions trying 
to force the greatest possible wage 
increase and the office of price 
administration trying to prevent 
the necessary price increases.” 
This situation, Mr. Well* said, 
will be an outgrowth of the nation­ 
al labor situation, which he called 
“one of immediate and serious 
concern to all of us." 
Repercussions To Be PPR 
“The final settlement of the coal 
case," be pointed out, “can only 
have repercussions that will be 
felt in every industry. The hourly 
rate in coal still Is fl and the na­ 
tional war labor board technically 
is correct in saying the Little Steel 
formula has not been breached. 
“Nevertheless,” Mr. Wells’ report 
continued, “by one device or an­ 
other, the miners now are making 
more money and no labor leader 
in the land is going to feel secure 
until he gets a comparable in­ 
crease for the workers he repre­ 
sents. 
“Because of different working 
conditions, such an increase cannot 
be granted in other industries

without definitely breaking the 
Little Steel formula. We prophecy 
this will occur within the next 60 
days." 
Wells Not Pessimistic 
However, Mr. Wells is not pessi­ 
mistic over the pottery labor situ­ 
ation. 
“While the immediate future of 
labor relation* In our Industry, as 
In most others, Is wholly unpredict­ 
able,” he said, “we are confident 
that the spirit of fairness, which 
our experiences of many years 
have proved is in the hearts of a 
majority of our employers and em­ 
ployes, will enable us to work out 
mutual problems without serious 
interruption to our production and 
our payrolls.” 
The manpower shortage in the 
Liverpool district was called “seri­ 
ous” in the labor committee’s re­ 
port. 
“A great many women are being 
used on Jobs that formerly were 
done 
by 
men 
exclusively," 
it 
stated. These include hailing cups, 
mould running, hatting out, cast­ 
ing and finishing handles, select­ 
ing handles, selecting ware, ware­ 
house labor, 
placing decorating 
kilns and even gliphouse labor. 
Even Women 8earce 
“At present,” Mr. Wells report­ 
ed, “it is almost impossible to find 
women! not only for men’s jobs, 
but for the jobs that alway* have 
been handled by women. 
“In the frantic effort to main­ 
tain production,” the report re­ 
viewed, “all of our plants employ­ 
ed substantial numbers of high 
school boys and girls during the 
summer vacation period. 
While 
sdrae of these in the 16- to 18-year- 
old class did not return to school, 
most of them did—and just about 
the time they were ceasing to be 
a liability. 
“In only a small percentage of 
such cases have we found any re­ 
placements,” 
Mr. Wells asserted: “We doubt 
whether any pottery ha* on its 
payroll today more than 75 per­ 
cent of th* men and women who 
were employes two years ago. On 
the average, about half of this 
shortage faa3 been made up in new 
employes—a majority of whom 
have been strictly temporary and 
thoroughly undependable. 
Implications Obvious 
“It doesn’t require that one be 
of the potting fraternity to realise 
with this sort of labor condition 
has done to production and to the 
percentage of first selection ware,” 
the report stated. 
“It Is aomething of a miracle 
that in these circumstances most 
of our members have kept ship­ 
ments within at least hailing dis­ 
tance of last years. 
Fortunately, 
most of our important customers 
have a fair understanding of what 
we have been going through and 
have been considerate and forgiv­ 
ing of our failures to meet commit­ 
ments that looked easy last Janu­ 
ary.” 
The report said that the great 
range of colored glazes of even a 
year ago “has been sadly narrowed 
by the demands of the war indus­ 
tries for the material!* required in 
many 
colors.” 
But, 
Mr. 
Wells 
added, “it is a pleasure to report 
that cobalt in limited quantities is 
again available to our industry." 
Reviews Negotiations 
The report reviewed labor ne­ 
gotiations of the last year, point­ 
ing out that the national war la­ 
bor board has not yet announced 
its decision on an appeal from 
the regional board's decision grant­ 
ing vacations with pay. This de­ 
cision has been expected 
“not 
later than Dec. I”, according to 
advice to the U. S. P. A. secre­ 
tary by a representative of the 
national board. 
The regional board’s panel had 
approved, with 
minor modifica­ 
tions, all the propositions of the 
U. S. P. A. and unanimously de­ 
nied ail the National Brotherhood 
of Operative Potters’ propositions 
with the exception of vacations 
with pay. 
On this they proposed one day 
of paid vacation for each year 
worked with a maximum vacation 
time of one week. 
“We immediately protested this 
part of the recommendation to 
the regional board," Mr, Wells re­ 
ported, 
“and 
the 
Brotherhood 
every part of it. Nevertheless the 
regional board on Aug. 24 issued 
a directive exactly in accord with 
tho panel's recommendations. 
Brotherhood Protested 
“The Brotherhood promptly pro­ 
tected every item to the national 
war labor board. We appealed onlj 
the regional board's decision on 
vacations with pay. . . . 
“When we get the final answer,” 
the report continued, “It will be 
necessary for your labor committee 
to meet with representatives of 
the Brotherhood to work out the 


language to be used Incorporating 
the new provisions in our present 
agreement." 
Mr. Wells’ report called "entire­ 
ly unsatisfactory and unfair to 
the employer in certain shops and 
to the employe in others” an agree­ 
ment reached by a U. S. P. A. la­ 
bor sub-committee and the N. B. O, 
P. on uniform carrying-out rates, 
both for jlggermen with full crows 
and all other clay tradesmen. 
“On the plants where it has 
worked out advantageously for the 
employes,” the report said, “they 
have forced its adoption. Where it 
is not, they have refused to work 
under it. In at least one shop, in 
order to prevent an illegal walk 
out, the employer has been forced 
to put it into effect for part of his 
clay shop and not for the balance. 
“It is the intention of your com­ 
mittee," Mr. WeHs said, “not later 
than our next wage conference to 
Insist that this wholly unfair situa­ 
tion be corrected and the agree­ 
ment be thrown overboard.” 
Women Allowed On Jqb 
It was reported that another sub 
committee effected an agreement 
with the Brotherhood covering the 
employment of females on jobs 
formerly handled exclusively by 
males. “This seems to be working 
out reasonably well,” Mr. Wells 
said. 
“All of us,” he continued, “have 
a few employes who have a posi­ 
tive genius for making mountains 
out of mole hills. . . . Nearly all of 
our difficulties have started from 
some petty disagreement that in 
normal circumstances would have 
been settled in five minutes. In­ 
stead, under the tension of present 
working conditions, we have had 
many work stoppages lasting from 
a few hours to two weeks.” 
Tbs most serious of these, Mr. 
Wells recounted, occurred at the 
Homer Laughlin China Co. as a re­ 
sult of the advancement of a man 
from the kiln fireman’s helper to 
kiln fireman. This work stoppage 
extended to other plants, In sym­ 
pathy, and the flareup, Mr, Well* 
said, resulted in a substantial loss 
of production at Hokier Laughlin 
and a loss of approximately HOO, 
OOO in wages by the employes. 
Religious Issue Cited 
He reported that nearly a full 
day's production was lost st the 
Universal 
Potteries 
Co. 
(Cam 
bridge) because a new employe 
“belonged to a certain religious 
sect". The lady involved decided 
to quit “without pressure from the 
firm”, the report said, and the 
old employes agreed then to go 
back to work. 
The report recommended that 
employers “work as closely as pos­ 
sible with your foremen to keep 
them on the right side of the sanity 
line—and urge them to practice 
even more patience in listening to 
and handling the Innumerable com­ 
plaints and suggestions that come 
from the workmen.” 
The U. S. P. A. convention got 
under way In the William Penn 
botel with a large delegation from 
the Industry present Mr. Wells’ re­ 
port highlighted the afternoon ses­ 
sion, 
following 
the preliminary 
meeting this morning. 
The annual banquet will be held 
tonight, and the concluding session 
will open st 10:80 a. rn. Wednes­ 
day, Including election of officers.

1,568 Days Of War 


Present Conflict, Without An Equal In Misery 


And Cost, Now Draws Near The Duration Record

LONDON — This war, 
which 
long ago eclipsed the First 
World war in suffering and ma 
terfol destruction, will exceed it 
in length Thursday. 
Although 
Allied 
victory 
now 
seems certain, the war must go on 
until it bnilds a still more terrible 
monument to human misery. 
Starting July 28, 
1914, 
when 
Austria attacked Serbia, the mis­ 
named first “World” wsr ran 1,588 
days, through Nov. ll, 1918, killing 
from 10,000,000 to 1 3 .0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
persons In battle and by disease, 
costing more than $275,000,000,000 
and planting the seeds for its sue 
cessor—a truly worldwide war. 
The 
new war flared Sept. I, 
1939, 
when 
the German 
army 
smashed Into Poland and will pass 
Its 1,568th day Deb. 16.* 
Ite ghastly debit eheet ie- still 
open, but the entries already in­ 
clude more than 8.000,000 dead In 
battle alone, plus civilian massacre, 
slavery, starvation and property 
rain not even approached la the 
preeedlng conflict. 
Up to within a few months of 
the 1918 armistice, the Germans 
had a 
gambling chance of win­ 
ning and almost did so in Gen. 
Ertch 
Ludendorffs 
great 
1918 
summer drive. 
In contrast, this time Germany 
Is stronger In the field now than 
she was In 1918, but beset by so 
much 
more 
combined strength 
that her leaders must have aban­ 
doned hope of full victory months 
ago and turned to stubborn da- 
fenses aimed at a stalemate and a 
compromise peace. 
Japan is a fqr mightier ally 
than any the kaiser had but the 
Nipponese army and 
navy are 
scant help all the way across the 
world 
from 
Hitler, 
particularly 
now since the Japanese have their 
hands full trying to defend them­ 
selves. 
O 
F THE major western belliger­ 
ents, 
Germany 
and 
Russia 
alone have death lists that greatly 
exceed the combined totals of the 
last war, whleh killed 1,773,000 
Germans and 1,700,000 Russians. 
This time the Russians have 
acknowledged 
between 4,000,000 
and 5.000,000 slain and the Ger­ 
mans claim a Soviet death total 
of 9,000.000 to 7,000,000. Moscow 
puts German losses around 5,000,- 
OOO. 
The physical devastation of the 
Soviet’s richest farm and indus­ 
trial territory runs Into billions 
of dollars, still unesttmated. and 
so does the toll of Allied air raids 
on German cities—another factor 
not present In World War I, lo 
which only a relatively small strip 
of Belgium and France was ravag­ 
ed directly by fighting. 
Despite loeses probably 
more 
than twice those of the last war, 
when Germany mustered a total 
of 11,000,000 men. the reich still 
can rally more than 300 divisions 
—IOO more than Ltdendorff could 
scrape together for bls last great 
effort. 
But Russia, which was knocked 
out In the last stages of the pre-

vlous war, can more than match 
the entire German outlay, giving 
the Allies an over-all numerical 
edge of whatever number of di 
visions 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Britain can throw Into the battle. 
This Is in contrast with an al­ 
most even balance on the west­ 
ern front up until the final weeks 
of the other war. 
Germany’s 
unprecented 
en­ 
slavement 
of 
some 
130.000,000 
Europeans Is the explanation of 
her relative strength In this war, 
but It Is also a source of weak 
ness now that she Is forced to 
spread herself out, from Norway 
to Greece. 
N DEC. 16 the United States 
will have been In this war 740 
days, 
In 
comparison 
with 
a 
total of 595 In the First World 
war. 
Up to mid-November the United 
State* had listed 27,491 in all 
services killed ta action In th!« 
war against 50,475 army men and 
414 of the navy, marine* 
and 
coast guard who were killed In 
action or died of wound* In World 
War I. 
In addition, the previous war 
caused about 75,000 deaths from 
disease, many more than in this 
war so far. 
But ll the cost to America in 
live* has not yet been as heavy 
a* before, spending and whole­ 
sale commitment to war are far 
greater. 
Against the other war’s total 
direct spending of 40-odd billions, 
the United States this time has 
■pent or is committed to spend 
more than 200 billions. 
One of America’s chief allies 
also has been a much shorter bat­ 
tle death list so far In this war 
than in the last. Latest figures 
•how British empire losses in the 
first three years of fighting were 
924,089 
killed, 
226.719 
missing 
and 107,891 captured. The totals 
have risen considerably recently, 
but hardly at a pace to equal that 
which killed 947,000 In the other 
war. 
But in the last war, Britain did 
not have more than 50,000 civl- 
Mans killed by bombing and hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars worth 
of property 
destroyed 
by 
that 
form of attack. 
ACCEPTING 
the 
Chineae-Japa- 
nese war as part of the main 
struggle, the scale of death and 
destruction in the Orient Is not 
far behind Europe's 
Casualties there must be expect­ 
ed to pile up after the Allies win 
In Europe. 
By the most conservative esti­ 
mates, the Japanese have lost I.- 
000,000 killed In battle and the 
Chinese 3,000,000 to 4,000,000. 
The 
Japanese probably have 
twice as many Slaves as the Ger­ 
mans. 
So far there have been no re­ 
ports of such wholesale civilian 
■laughter as have come from Eu­ 
rope—where the Germans are ac­ 
cused variously of killing 1,090,000 
to 6,000,000—but the opportunity Is 
there, and It must be recognized 
that a losing Japan might do an 
even more thorough Job of fright­ 
fulness than the Nests.

Landon’s ‘Non-Political’ Trip 


He’s Not A Candidate, But He’s Still A Strong Influence In Republican Party

I 
’M just on my annual trip to 
the east; there's nothing par­ 
ticularly political about it,” said 
genial Alf M. Landon, former Re­ 
publican presidential nominee and 
one-time Kansas governor, as he 
plumped down his bags in the 
Mayflower hotel. 
The next day be wag a guest of 
honor at a Capitol luncheon given 
by Ben. Arthur Capper (R) of 
Kansas and that night was guest 
speaker at the 78th Congressional 
club (freshmen G.O.P.’s). The next 
evening Republicau National Chair­ 
man Harrison E. Spangler tossed a 
party for him. 
Also on the non-political calendar 
was a dinner by E. F. Colladay, the 
Republican national committeeman 
from the voteless District of Co­ 
lumbia, 
At moat of the parties, off the 
record and on, the man who came 
In second in 1936 blasted away 
at the proposal that both parties 
adopt the same 
foreign policy 
plank at their 1944 convention, 
and so far as foreign policy is 


concerned 
(and 
only 
that far) 
eliminate politics from the com­ 
ing campaign. 
On one occasion. Landon said: 
“Candidate Roosevelt doesn’t stand 
still long enough to let Republi­ 
cans know what his foreign policy 
is.” 
And Sen. Arthur A. Vandenberg 
(R) of Michigan chose one of the 
ex-oandidate’s dinner parties to an­ 
nounce in an interview that he was 
calling the Republican post-war pol­ 
icy committee together in early 
spring to draft recommendations 
for the party’s 1944 foreign policy 
plank and that he hoped to avoid 
turning “any agreement between 
the two parties Into a specific 
straitjacket.” 
From here, Landon went on to 
his closed session with political 
party leaders in New York. 
While Alf Landoo hasn’t been 
mentioned at all as a possible 
candidate for the *44 nomination 
and there shouldn’t be read Into 
this column any thought that he 
might be, he still is an Important 
figure on the political horizon. He 


represents 
an 
uncompromising 
clique in the party which will 
have no truck with the New Deal, 
whether on war, post-war, or do­ 
mestic policies.

Why Waft? 


Legislation For The Benefit Of Our 


Soldiers Should Be Passed At Once 


While Nation’s Still Grateful 


Bv DAMON RUNYON 


A MAN who served two days in World W ar I, 
l * from Nov. IO to Nor. ll, 1918, and never left 
these shores, applied for government hospital 
treatment along with another man who iifj 
served from 1904 to 1908. In the United States 
army, and from 1908 to 1916 In the United States 
navy. 
The first man was accepted promptly. 
The second man was tam ed down. 
He had three honorable discharges bat was 
told he was not eligible to hospitalization because 
be bad served during a peacetime period and bls 
condition was not service-connected. 
The two-day man had no service-connected dis­ 
ability either, but he was classed as a war vat- 
cran. 
This Is a factual Instance of the inequality ta 
administration of veterans affairs that I have 
been telling you about. 
Understand, I do not say the two-day chap was 
not entitled to free hospitalisation. On the con­ 
trary, I claim if he saw but an hour of aervlc* In 
wartime and was honorably discharged, he was 
entitled to all th* banatite of a war veteran. 


15 UT I hold that the man who serves his nation 
In its armed forces In peacetime, -especially 
over a long period, is entitled to the same benefits 
and that one of the most flagrant injustices of 
our government is its failure to take care of all 
Its old soldiers. 
After this war, the United States Is anre to 
have compulsory military service for its young 
men. They probably will be required to eerve at 
least a year in the array and then pass into the 
reserve. But unless the law Is changed, these 
soldiers after their peacetime service will be 
Ineligible tot benefits open to men who may 
have served but a very short time In this war. 
Many of the organized veterans groups have 
failed to recognize the problem of the former 
peacetime soldier and have done nothing for him, 
but the oldest service and ex-servicemen’s organ­ 
ization In the land has been untiring In its effort 
to get legislation for him. This Is the Army and 
Navy union, organized in 1886. 
I 
HAVE a letter from John L. Koch, adjutant of 
the department of New York of the A. A. U. N., 
saying It is his sincere feeling that all organisa­ 
tions which profess interest In soldiers, past and 
present, should unite on action to bring about 
enactments of measures for the protection of 
veterans. He mentions that his organisation at it* 
annual convention In Buffalo in 1942 unanimously 
passed 
a 
resolution 
Indorsing 
Congressman 
Lynch’s bllL 
t 
This bill embodied my suggestion for continu­ 
ance of pay to discharged soldiers until they are 
readjusted to civil life. The bill, like others of 
the same purport, never came out of committee 
last year. It was resubmitted this year again at 
its national convention the Army and Navy union 
voted to back it. No action has been taken on the 
bill to date. 
Nor. In my opinion, will any action be taken 
unless the issue is forced by the veterans’ organ­ 
isations. This Is a mighty good time to do some 
forcing. The soldiers are going to vote In the 
next election. A voting group Is usually given 
plenty of consideration. In any event, the soldiers 
should be made aware in some manner of their 
friends and foes in congress so they may file 
them for future reference. 
The soldiers will bear many promises about 
what Is to be done for them when they get home. 
If they are smart, they will ask the promisers *> 
lay something on the line right now. History tells 
us a promise to soldiers never has been worth a 
plugged penny.

High Court Acts In Case Of 


Eastern Tavern Keeper 


H r tim Am k U M Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 — The 
Supreme Court Monday let stand 
a decision upholding a selective 
service board’s reclassification of 
a draft registrant from 3-A to 1-A 
after he nad become a father. 
The decision applied to Adolph 
Stansiale (Essex county, N. J., 
tavern keeper) who was classified 
3-A in January, 1942, while his wife 
was pregnant, and shifted to 1-A 
in November, 1942, after the baby 
was born and the servicemen’s al­ 
lowance act was passed. He wis 
inducted in January, 1943. 
Mrs Stanz'iale sought his dis­ 
charge from the army, contending 
that the board’s action was “un­ 
lawful sad arbitrary” and taken 
without any new evidence except 
that he had become a father. 
The federal district court for 
New Jersey directed his discharge, 
hut the Third Federal circuit court 
reversed the ruling and the Su­ 
preme Court yesterday refused to 
review the circuit court’s action. 
In a brief session, the high tri­ 
bunal also refused to review an 
emergency court of appeals ruling 
that a company challenging OPA 
regulations cannot appeal to the 
emergency court until the OPA ad- 
minstrator finally has denied the 
company’s protest. 
The issue was raised by the 
Safeway Stores, Inc., a grocery 
chain, which argued that the ad­ 
ministrator failed to act on its 
protests against price regulation 
within the specified legal time and 
that, therefore, this constituted a 
denial. 
The Justice department contend­ 
ed that the administrator had 
complied with the time limits in 
two cases and delayed in a third 
beyond the statutory period only 
because the challenged regulation 
was being revised drastically.

The war, en publishers’ row— 
T SEEMS a little odd to say that there Is a war book especially 
appropriate for a gift to a woman, but there is. There are two. In 
fact. 
One is Ehta Shiber’s story, embalmed in printer’s ink as "Paris 
Underground.” Mrs. Shiber is the no-longer-young woman who, with a 
rather dashing 
Parisian 
friend,-5* 
snatched 160 young Britishers out 
of the Gestapo’s claws and sent 
them safely out of what then was 
known, euphemistically, as occu­ 
pied France. Three people helped 
Mrs. Shiber write the book, not 
to mention a flock of editors. In 
spite of this It sounds like Mrs. 
Shiber, which Is to say like a 
motherly woman scared half to 
death through much of her ad­ 
venture, but determined 
not to 
falter. 
The other book la a woman’s 
book because it is the story of 
the human side of war. The little 
man’s side of this and that has 
been written so often in the last 
decade that I, for one. am heart! 
Iv sick of the phrase. But Ernie 
Pyle’s “Here Is You’re War” la 
the little man’s side of war, told 
by a little man. In spite of the 
fact that it is merely a somewhat 
elaborated set of the famous Pyle 
columns, It is a good book job. 
There are plenty of war books 
for the men. I like Capt. Ralph 
lnger8oU*s 
“The 
Battle 
la 
the 
Pay-off” best of the year’s crop 
because It Is the only war book 
I have seen In which the writer 
at some point or other does not 
toss in a few technical phrases 
without 
explanation, 
merely 
to 
prove how wise he Is. Ingersoll 
describes a relatively unimportant 
action, but Is so accurate about it 
that he make* It the whole Afri­ 
can war In miniature. 
The best written war book to 
date is Lt. Nicholas Monserrat’s 
“East Coast Corvette.” the per­ 
fect reflection of the British sail­ 
or’s mind. I liked Ian Hay’s ’’Mal­ 
ta Epic” best of the Malta books, 
and certainly the two best “spir­ 


itual” experiences are those of 
Vera Haughland in “Letter From 
New Guinea” and Col. Robert L. 
Scott in “Cod Is My Co-Pilot”—in 
spite of the badly chosen title. And 
there 
are 
also Reiman 
Marin’s 
“Circuit of Conquest” and Henry 
C. Cassidy’s “Moscow Dateline.”

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BOARD ACCEPTS 
BID TO EXTEND 
HEAT SYSTEMS 


Extra Ducts To Be Installed 


In 7 Elementary Schools 


At Bequest Of State 


The board of education Monday 
night approved change* In heating 
arrangements in seven elementary 
buildings when it accepted the bid 
of C. H. Schell. Bast Liverpool 
heating contractor, for extension 
of the hot air ducts from the cen­ 
tral heating systems at $70 each. 
Buildings in which these im­ 
provements will be made are the 
Grant Street, Pleasant Heights, 
Horace Mann, Sixth Street, West 
End, Klondyke and Third Street. 
May Net Need Pans 
Mr. Schell, who conferred with 
the board, expressed the opinion 
that the proposed extensions won id 
provide 
basement 
toilet 
rooms 
with sufficient heat in most of the 
buildings without the nae of pow­ 
er-driven fans. 'Should fans be 
necessary they may be installed 
for about $60 each, according to 
his offer. 
The changes were demanded 
by Thomas Cartwright, an inspec­ 
tor for the state department of 
workshops and public buildings. 
These basement quarters at pres 
ent. Supt. M. W. Essex said, are 
being heated with open gas stoves 
which cause fumes. 
The board also approved exit 
changes 
In 
the 
McKinley 
and 
Pleasant Heights schools, ordered 
by Mr. Cartwright At the McKin­ 
ley school an exit will be provid­ 
ed from a basement room. One of 
the basement windows will be cut 
out to the floor and an outside 
stairway provided. 
At the Pleasant Heights build­ 
ing another doorway will be pro­ 
vided from the double rooms some- 
times 
used 
as 
an 
auditorium. 
Both of these chsnges will be made 
at once to comply with an order 
issued by Mr. Cartwright. 
Paulo Bars Ordered 
Supt. Essex said that panic bars 
have been ordered for the Mc­ 
Kinley, 
Neville 
and 
Garfield 
schools. ' Bars for other schools 
already have been purchased and 
will be Installed as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
The Potters Lumber Co., the 
school head said, had been given 
the Job of providing a celling in the 
coal storage room at the Horace 
Mena school, which will be start­ 
ed next week. 
A screen will be 
placed around the belt and pulleys 
operating the ventilating fan at 
the Garfield school as soon as 
changes hava been made in the 
location of Use motors. These two 
items also were ordered by the 
state Inspector eeveral months ago. 
The board invited J. W. Manor, 
Prank Shone and the East Liver­ 
pool fire department to submit 
bld* on the recharging of fire ex­ 
tinguishers in use in the local 
schools. 
The fire department re- which will coat about 
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news report 
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charged 
the 
extinguishers 
last 
year, according to Mr. Manor, who 
asked that he be given the contract 
this year. 
Upon recommendation of Supt. 
Essex, Harold E. Mick was ap­ 
proved as janitor at the Pleasant 
Heights school. 
His appointment 
will be temporary until such a time 
aa he can take an examination to 
be conducted by the civil service 
commission. 
Supt Essex reported the need 
for a concrete basin or gutter to 
provide drainage from a rain spout 
at the new high school auditorium- 
gymnasium. 
Will Correct Condition 
He was instructed to take steps 
to correct the faulty drainage, at 
the intersection of High and Grove 
alleys. 
The board received a letter from 
P. D. Waddell of Pittsburgh, a rep­ 
resentative of the Hartford Acci­ 
dent and Indemnity Co., asking 
that settlement be made of $1,320 
which the board withheld from the 
company upon completion of the 
auditorium. 
The amount includes a bill which 
L. L. Thayer, New Castle arch! 
feet, claims is due him for extra 
services rendered following the 
bankruptcy of the William S. Miller 
Co. of Pittsburgh, general con 
tractor of the building. 
The Insurance company and the 
board have declined to honor the 
bill of the architect. 
President 
Raymond S. Bustard was instructed 
to confer with Mr. Waddell and 
Mr. Thayer in an effort to adjust 
the claim. The insurance company 
will ba required to bear any add! 
Mona! expense which might result 
from the bankruptcy proceedings. 
The board rejected an offer from 
the Peter Million Co. to furnish 
coal for the schools after Supt. 
Essex said the present contractors 
are keeping the school supplied. 
O. A. Boch, manager for the Mill- 
iron company, offered to furnish 
lump coal for $7 a ton, egg coal 
for $6.t5, and stoker coal for $$.50 
provided that he is given th# con­ 
tract for all the scheols. 
Contract Already Let 
The coal contract at present is 
held by the Shields Coal Co. and 
L. H. Finley, who were the only 
bidders last August. 
Thor are 
furnishing coal for all buildings ex­ 
cept the high school whit* uses 
stoker coal, now being purchased 
from the Parsons Coal Co. 
Supt. Essex said the gymnasium 
at the Lincoln school is being 
used by children from other schools 
in an effort “to provide physical 
development and to prevent Juve­ 
nile delinquency’’. 
The gym at the building on Or­ 
chard Grove ave. is being used 
for games in the elementary school 
basketball league four nights each 
week by students from the Mc­ 
Kinley, Grant Street and Washing­ 
ton schools. The board voted to 
compensate Earl Yantz, janitor, $2 
per week for extra services at 
the Lincoln school because of the 
night basketball gamea. 
Remodeling of the shower rooms 
in the high school building is pro­ 
ceeding, 8upt. Essex informed the 
board. The work in one room is 
nearing 
completion, 
while 
the 
other will be finished before school 
reopens after th^ holiday vacation. 
The athletic board Is paying for 
refinishing the gymnasium floor, 
$300, Mr. 
Essex reported. Banking boards 
also are being changed to conform 
to the new rules. 
Will Clos# Court 
The basketball court

closed until after the first of Jan 
uary when the Potters will play 
their next game at home. 
Mr. Essex also reported that 
the remodeling of the room adjoin 
ing his office, formerly a class 
room, is nearing completion. 
Offices are being provided for 
the clerk of the board of educa­ 
tion. attendance officer and re­ 
search director.

Painting contracts in six elemen­ 
tary school are progressing, al­ 
though plaster repairs found nec­ 
essary may delay completion of 
the work until after the vacation.

HOUSE VOTES BOOST 
IN C M E OL PUCES

WASHINGTON,

14—The 
boose, over-riding protests that it 
was encouraging inflation, voted 
Monday to order the office of price 
administration to boost crude oil 
prices not less than 35 cents a 
barrel. 
Passed by a standing vote of 171 
to 92 after a day-long fight, the 
legislation directed OPA to fix 
crude prices not lower than 80 per­ 
cent of parity and not higher than 
IOO percent of parity. 
Based on 
current prices of about 60 percent 
of parity, the increase will range 
from 85 to 74 cents. 
Prices vary widely but the na- 
tional average now is about $1.18 
a barrel. 
Oil parity is a price based on the 
index price of all commodities in­ 
cluded in the labor department’s 
wholesale commodity price index. 
In a last-minute shift of plans, 
backers of the hill abandoned a 
drive to take oil price administra­ 
tion from OPA and give it to In­ 
terior Secretary Ickes as head of 
the petroleum administration for 
war. 
An amendment striking PAW 
from the measure and restoring 
OPA was adopted by a 72-to-49 
vote. 
An attempt by representatives of 
coal-producing states to take coal 
price control from OPA and give it 
to Ickes was blocked. 
The bill now goes to the senate.
